sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspoodents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dmoted weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomea ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express | dispatched ag usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had I not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Caleutta; but fintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland [express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the airival of the last 
Mail.) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more thantwo papers (whether sent 
out from England marked * per I:xpress,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Ixpress) will, im future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked, 

5th.——The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 to/vs, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, apd shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

2d —By the last Express | dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J] not done eo, great disap- 
pomtment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Caleutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May iesued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.— The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per Express” on letters 
exceeding too tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be go dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the Jast 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is ureless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—-The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢olws, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invarialdy 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papera to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shal! continue the practice until 
1 receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

PILOT’S TRIAL. 


AT a Court assembled on Monday, the Thir- 
teenth day of September, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Forty-seven, under Act 24 of 1845. 
Mr. Mate Pilot George Benjamin Mackay was 
tried on the following Charges : 


First Chargg.—For having through ignorance or 
negligence inthe performance of his duty whilst in 
Pilotage Charge of the Brig “Queen,” Captain N. 
Pike, caused the said vessel to take the ground on 
the Auckland Ridge, on the afternoon of the 28th 
of August 1847, whereby she immediately became 
a total wreck. 


Second Charge.—For having through negligence 
or inattention on the afternoon of the said 28th 
of August 1847, while in Pilotage Charge as afore- 
said, caused the said Brig * Queen” to run over 
and force away from its position in the Auckland 
Channel, the Buoy laid to mark the place of the 
wreck of the Barque ‘* Dorothea.”

Finding —The Court having maturely weighed 
and considered the evidence brought forward in 
support of the prosecution, together with that 
adduced on the defence, is of opinion that the 
defendant Mr. First Mate Pilot George Benjamin 
Mackay is Not Guilty of the First Charge, and do 
therefore acquit him of the said Charge. 

Guilty of the Second Charge. 

Sentence —The Court having found the defen- 
dant Guilty as ubove specified, do adjudge him, 
the said Mr. First Mate Pilot George Benjamin 
Mackay to lose two steps.

REMARKS. 


Ist. The Court desires to remark that it attri- 
butes the loss of the Brig Queen, to Mr. Mackay’s 
being pardonably over-anxious to push on, and 
save time and expense to the Owners of a small 
vessel, and that in so doing he attempted to cross 
the Auckland Ridge, a most dangerous and 
treacherous part of the river, under circumstances 
which though not justifiable, do not amount to the 
negligence or ignorance charged. 


2nd. The Court would respectfully beg to sug- 
gest for the consideration of Government and the 
Marine Authorities, whether it might not be possi- 
ble to have a Row Boat properly fitted, kept riding 
in the Auckland Chancel, at least in moderate 
weather, as at Hooghly Point.

All applications for Passage on the Government 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Calcutta, and all appli- 
eations for Cabins on the Boats returning from 
Assam, must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation. 

The distance between Calcutta and Gowahuttee 
is assumed to be 600 miles, and the distance from 
Calcutta to the different Stations as follows:

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application, 


To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowabuttee One Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 


One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Eighteen 
Rupees Twelve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passengers will pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gowahuttee, or half an Anna a mile for any 
shorter distance.

Dinner at 3 p. Mm, and Tea and Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge 18 
made for Christian Servants. 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or Freight enyaged for the one adveriized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 
All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern-

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
in Council for the first time on the 16th of Octo-

Act No. or 3847. 


An Act to regulate the proceedings in certain Cases 


af Borgery. 

It is hereby enacted, that within the Territories 
subject to the Presidency of Fort Willham in Ben- 
gal, except the local limits of the Courts establish- 
ed by Her Majesty’s Charter, the Magistrate of 
the several Zillahs and Cities shall not receive any 
charges of Forgery, or of procuring or causing 
Forgery, or of fraudulently issuing and publishing 
us true or otherwise fraudulently giving effect to, 
or attempting to give effect to false and fabricated 
Deeds and Papers, knowing the same to be false 
and fabricated, which may be preferred by parties 
to Civil or Criminal cases in respect to Deeds and 
Papers offered in evidence in such cases against 
the adverse parties to such cases, or other persons, 
except as provided in the next following Section. 


If. And it is hereby enacted, that in cases 
pending before any Civil or Criminal Court (ex- 
cept the Court of the Magistrate, or of any Of- 
ficer exercising the committing powers of a Ma- 
gistrate) in which there may appear to the Court 
sufficient grounds for sending for investigation to 
the Magistrate a charge of any of the offences 
specified in Section I. of this Act, the Court 
shall send the party or parties accused in custody 
to the Magistrate, together with the evidence and 
documents relevant to the charge, and shall take 
@ recognizance from each of the witnesses, who 
have given such evidence to appear before the 
Magistrate, who shall thereupon receive such 
charge and proceed with it in the usual course.

2d —By the last Express { dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
maiked, because, had J not done 80, great disap- 
poitment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the pubhe becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland xpress those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d —The pubhe ought moreover to be most espe- 

| cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 

erceeding two tolas tn weight, because such letters 

cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 

detained (18 was the case on the arrival of the last 

Mail) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 

dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” mn Calentta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, im future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked ‘ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, 1t 18 useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 éolas, but, 1f that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invartably 
weighs more than 9 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to éach Office, without reference 
to that mit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Govergmst 
or the Home Authorities.

All applications for Passage on the Government 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Calcutta, and all appli- 
cations for Cabins on the Boats returning from 
Assam, must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation. 


The distance between Calcutta and Gowahuttee 
is assumed to be 600 miles, and the distance from 
Calcutta to the different Stations as follows:

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, ag far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Daccazs more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long-

To Burrisaul or Dacea the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated.

Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drewn, 
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Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants. 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of ‘Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own fdod. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Comuinander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit wae calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it.

Of Freight.

Whereas by the !58th Section of the 52d 
Chapter of the Statute 93, George III., certain 
powers and duties in regard to the collection and 
disburdement ef the Assessment thereby autho- 
rized t6“he made by the Justices of the Peace 
within ot for thé Presidency of Fort William, 
were confepred and imposed upon the said Justices. 
Aud w by Act No. XXIV. of 1840, certain 
changes‘were made in the Law relating to the said 
Assegament. 

And whereas it is apparant that the Sewerage 
and Drainage of the Town of Calnutta, and the 
bupply af seater for the domestic use of the inba- 
bitante theresf, and forthe due cleansing of Drains 
hereinyend-ahe aneans of providing for the due

ventilation of the Town, and the repairing, 
cleansing and lighting the roads and streets, and

remises rated shall be seizable for any arrears, 
which may be due for a period of one year imme- 
diately preceding such seizure, and in the case of 
the seizure of the Goods and Chattels of a tenant 
under such circumstances, such tenant may deduct 
the amount of the levy from the next payment of 
his rent. 


XI. And it is hereby enacted, that when there 
is ground to suspect that Goods and Chattels liable 
to distress under the said Statute, and this Act, 
are concealed in any Zenana, the Officer charged 
with the execution of the warrant shall make a 
special report to the Commissioner granting the 
same, who shall thereupon follow as closely as is 
practicable, the rules for the seizure of Goods and 
Chattels in like cases adopted by Her Majesty's 
Supreme Court. 


XII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall 
be Jawful for the said Commissioners, and they 
are hereby required to make rules aud as occa- 
sion may require to add to, revoke or alter the 
same, for the regulation of the time and manner 
of assessing and levying the said taxes, and for 
compelling persons to give any information which 
may be necessary for that purpose, and for impos- 
ing penalties upon persons not performing any 
duty cast upon them by the said rules for the said 
purpose, and upon persons obstructing any persons 
acting under the said Commissioners in that behalf 
so as that such penalty shall not in any case ex- 
ceed 100 Rupees.

It is hereby enacted, that within the Territories 
subject to the Presidency of Fort William in Ben- 
gal, except the local limits of the Courts establish- 
ed by Her Majesty’s Charter, the Magistrate of 
the several Zillahs and Cities shall not receive any 
charges of Forgery, or of procuring or causing 
Forgery, or of fraudulently issuing and publishing 
as true or otherwise fraudulently giving effect to, 
or attempting to give effect to false and fabricated 
Deeds and Papers, knowing the same to be false 
and fabricated, which may be preferred by parties 
to Civil or Criminal cases in respect to Deeds and 
Papers offered in evidence in such cases against 
the adverse parties to such cases, or other persons, 
except as provided in the next following Section. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that in cases 
pending before any Civil or Criminal Court (ex- 
cept the Court of the Magistrate, or of any Of- 
ficer exercising the committing powers of a Ma- 
gistrate) in which there may appear to the Court 
sufficient grounds for sending for investigation to 
the Magistrate a charge of any of the offences

Sir,-—-Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, 1 have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
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ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimifed weight of two tolas ; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not 80 marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last Express | dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by pat- 
ties in Caleutta ; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming awate of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
he Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—'The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per Express’ on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per iexpress,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express, Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
go marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢olus, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.
